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HORSES AND RIDERS OF THE YEAR 





Falling leaves, opening meets, the advent of the shooting season and 
choosing the horses and riders of the year are all events characteristic of 
the month of November. The Thoroughbred Racing Associations, the 
Triangle Publications and the Turf and Sport Digest take polls of leading 
sports writers and racing secretaries to determine not only the best race 
horse of the year, but also the best in each age and sex division, on dirt, 
grass and over jumps. The Rodeo Association selects the best riders in 
the various events on the basis of the prize money each has won. The 
American Horse Shows Association determines the leading horse in each 
division on the basis of points amassed through winnings in the show 
ring, winnings in the larger (A and B) shows counting more than those 
in smaller competitions. The U. S. Combined Training Association also 
names a horse of the year based on an analogous scale of points collected 
in Horse Trials, One Day, Two Day and Three Day. Equitation champion- 
ships, both A.H.S.A. and S.P.C.A., are decided through a series of com- 
petitions culminating in finals held at the National Horse Show in New 
York’s Madison Square Garden. The various breed societies also make 
national awards, based either on points or on a championship show. 

What is the significance of these awards besides the fact that they 
are highly gratifying to the recipients. In racing the performances of 
horses just before the awards are made inevitably tend to be given more 
weight than those made earlier in the year—unjust, perhaps, but quite 
understandable, particularly since public opinion, the views of the $2.00 
bettor who is the financial backbone of the sport, must be considered by 
the experts in making their decisions. This factor works out for the best, 
however, since it tends to reward soundness, the horse still turning in top 
races at the end of the year—and the Thoroughbred breed needs every 
influence toward soundness it can get. Rodeo champions receive, not only 
glory, but special cash awards as well. 

So much for the sports which are big business, which are operated for 
the benefit of the public and are financed with its money. As for the other 
sports, run for the benefit of exhibitors and financed with their money, we 
have quite a different situation. It takes a lot of money to go to all the 
shows required to collect enough points for a national championship, a lot 
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of money to send a child and a horse 
to New. York for the equitation 
championships. Inevitably these 
awards go to the richer stables and 
riders. By the same token it also 
takes a lot of time. This tends to 
channel the awards to the stables 
which can afford professional or 
semi-professional riders, putting the 
amateur riders at a disadvantage in 
the horse championships and put- 
ting the children under a very con- 
siderable strain in the rider (equi- 
tation) championships. 

All of us would like to see nat- 
ional championships awarded on 
merit alone—the idea of buying a 
championship is repugnant, even 
though the economic facts of horse 
show life lead inevitably to such a 
result. As the whole game gets 
bigger and therefore more cumber- 
some, we will inevitably have to ex- 
plore other solutions. One avenue 
would be moving the judges instead 
of horses and riders. For example, 
the tremendous expense of going to 
New York could be avoided if the 
same judges were to officiate at a 
series of regional equitation com- 
petitions, the nationa! awards to be 
made on the basis of their scorings, 
or perhaps just a few finalists se- 
lected whose New York expenses 
could be underwritten from the 
profits derived from such regionals. 

National awards are fine, but !et’s 
keep them both significant and con- 
structive.

Hunt Buttons And Colors 
Adults And Children 


To the Members of the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association: 

The practice of wearing of hunt colors 
and hunt buttons at horse shows by persons 
not eligible, or authorized, has become so 
prevalent and wide-spread during the past 
years that the Masters of Foxhounds As- 
sociation this past summer met with the 
American Horse Shows Association to seek 
a solution to this problem. 

The results of such meeting are as fol- 
lows: On January 1, 1961, the American 
Horse Shows Association will put into 
effect certain new rules. The following ex- 
cerpts from such new rules are the ones 
of importance to the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association: -

The 
place horse, lost valuable racing time when 
*Don Poggio carried him to the outside 
fence at the seven and one-half furlong 
mark due to the slipping of the saddle. 
Manassa Mauler was running lame in the 
stretch and may have grabbed himself or 
been kicked in his effort to avoid *Don Pog- 
gio, L. Lawrence’s Beau Diable was third 
and E. Steinfield’s Don Rickles, fourth. The 
winner was timed at 3.21 1/5 for the 2 
miles. 

Nickel Boy is a brown, 5-year-old 
gelding, by *His Nickel-Carickmacross, 
by Chance Play, bred by M. Blackburn. W. 
A. Kelley is his trainer and the victory 
was worth $35,735, net. Nickel Boy now 
has seven victories out of 2 starts for 
1960; he also has five seconds and one 
third, plus $130,861.

twelve 3-year-olds and upwards who gave 
it a try. 

Sa-Je Stable’s Harmonizing, the odds- 
on favorite and the highweight of the race 
at 126 pounds, was upset by Mrs. S. C, 
Clark, Jr.’s Shield Bearer, a twenty to one 
investment, ridden by N. Shuk. Shield 
Bearer, carrying 114 pounds, took the 
lead shortly after the field left the start- 
ing gate; he stayed there to withstand the 
challenge of Harmonizing to win by one 
and one-quarter lengths. Harmonizing 
bearly nosed out C. M. Kline’s *Mystic 
ll, which finished third. R. B. Meitus’ 
King Grail was fourth. The winner tour- 
ed the 1 1/2 miles in 2.32 2/5. 

Shield Bearer is a 5-year-old bay 
gelding, by Roman Bout out of Rea’s Girl, 
by Unbreakable, bred by Mrs. M. K. Mil- 
ler. His trainer Sidney Watters, Jr., is 
well known to followers of steeplechasing 
and huat meetings. The victory was worth 
$19,070 net. 


The Marguerite (Sat., Nov. 26) 

Only five 2-year-old fillies turned out 
for the 15th running of the $15,000 added 
Marguerite, a one and one-sixteenth miles 
scale weight stakes. 

Darby Dan Farm’s (J. W. Galbreath) 
undefeated Primonetta made it four ina 
row and entered the stakes class by out- 
running the opposition to the first turn 
and increasing her lead to finish five 
lengths over Calumet Farm’s Plum Cake. 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Rice Shower was 
third, ten lengths farther back. Brook- 
field Farm’s Is Right was five lengths to 
the rear of Rice Shower for fourth money. 
Jockey W. Hartack hustled the winner over 
the 1 1/16 miles in 1.46 2/5. 

Primonetta is achestnut filly, by Swaps 
out of Banquet Bell, by Polynesian. J. P. 
Conway was the trainer. The $22,719.50 
net gives the winner $31,494 for her four 
victories. 


Tropical Park 

Florida’s Tropical Park staged the 
eighth running of its Hurricane Handicap 
on Thanksgiving Day. The handicap stakes 
for 3-year-olds and upwards carried a 
purse of $10,000 for a six furlongs run. 
Eight handicap runners presented their

J. Derenzo’s April Skies, .the only 3- 
year-old in the race, won by a good two 
lengths over F. W. Hooper’s Alhambra. 
Audrey Davies’ Miss Cloudy was third, 
and Verna Lee Farm’s *Noholme II, a 
4-year-old Australian-bred making his 
first start in this country, was fourth. The 
winner’s time was 1.09 4/5. 

April Skies is a dark bay gelding, by 
Tiger or Hannibal-Thendara, by Request- 
ed, bred by E. K. Thomas. He is trained 
by G. W. Semler and picked up $7,268.75 
net for the winning effort.

AUREOLE TOPS STALLION LIST 

Although Queen Elizabeth II had the 
worst season since her accession to the 
throne, her 21 horses in training winning 
only two minor races, she will have re- 
ceived considerable consolation from the 
fact that her young stallion Aureole is 
easily the leading stallion in Britain, 
having sired the winners of 28 races worth 
90,087 pounds which is more than double 
the figure of his nearest rival, the *Nasrul- 
lah horse Grey Sovereign. Chief of his win- 
ners is of course St Paddy, and it is ex- 
tremely gratifying in every way that 
Aureole in his first two seasons at stud 
should have sired two such good horses 
as Saint Crespin III and St. Paddy. 

Of the stallions to have their first 
runners, pride of place goes to Tamer- 
lane (Persian Gulf-Eastern Empress) who 
got 7 winners of 12 races worth 4,979 
pounds. Next to him comes the American- 
bred Hook Money (*Bernborough-Besieg- 
ed), who used to belong to the late Robert 
S. Clark and had 6 winners of 8 races worth 
3,635 pounds. The stock of these two 
promising young sires sold extremely well 
at this year’s yearling sales. P.T-C. 


SHIPPED TO USA 

The three year old filly Iguassa by the 
Italian sire Macherio out of Idona by Arja- 
man has been shipped from Germany to 
the USA. Her American owner, Mr. True 
Davis of Philadelphia was very pleased 
this summer when this, the first filly he 
has ever owned, won her first outing. 
Erlenhof-bred Iguassa will be started 
next year in the USA, Ph. Alles. 








AN ENGLISH CLASSIC PROSPECT 

In a season which has revealed virtual- 
ly no colts that look likely to take Classic 
honors next year, some hope was thrown 
onto a dismal picture with the fluent first- 
time-out victory of Mr. Phil Bull’s Soste- 
nuto in the one mile Gainsborough Stakes. 
Taking the lead a quarter of a mile from 
home, Sostenuto went on to win inacanter 
by six lengths from Jock Whitney’s !m- 
perial Stakes winner The Axe, from whom 
he was receiving 12 lbs. The form as it 
stands does not amount to a great deal, 
but it was the manner of his victory that 
impressed so much all who saw it. 

By the American-bred dual Classic 
winner Never Say Die, sire of Never Too 
Late, Sostenuto is out of the very fast 
*Tudor Minstrel mare Arietta. His debut 
was delayed owing to splitting a pastern 
earlier in the season, It is against him, 
however, that he is decidedly on the small 
side.

SOLD TO BRAZIL 
The Ravensberg Stud has sold to Agence 
Flying Fox, Paris, the GermanDerby win- 
ner (1958) Wilderer. He is by Neckar, now 
the leading sire in Germany, out of the 
stakes and classic winner producing 
Waldrun, by Alchimist. The price was not 
disclosed. Also acquired for Brazilian 
Haras Mon Desir at Lorena (Sao Paolo) is 
Mat de Cocagne, the sire of the late Aly 
Khan's stakeswinner Al Mabsoot. Wilderer 
is the third German sire sold to South 
America in the last six months, The other 
two are the Ticino-sons Nogaro and Mogul.

Last year the Crimson King Farm of 
Kentucky bought the Asta-bred filly Boje 
by Neckar. She is now reported to be in 
foal to Prince Bio and will be covered 
next season by Prince Chevalier. Boje is 
the first living foal of Bartolina, half- 
sister to the Italian Derby winner Boticelli 
and the unbeaten Braque, standing at Asta 
Stud near Cologne. Boje is also a half- 
sister to Brecher, one of the three off- 
spring of Ribot bred in Germany.

SANTA ANITA THOROUGHBRED 
HERITAGE 

‘‘The Thoroughbred Heritage of Santa 
Anita,’’ a display of historical signif- 
icance, will be exhibited at the State and 
County Arboretum in Arcadia next month 
by Santa Anita Park. 

The venerable carriage house of E, J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin, colorful California pi- 
oneer and sportsman, will be the location 
of the exhibit from Saturday, Dec. 10, 
through Sunday, Dec. 18, 

The display will underscore the Thor- 
oughbred breeding and racing background 
of historic Santa Anita Rancho, on which 
modern Santa Anita Park now stands. Bald- 
win, owner of the vast rancho, bred and 
raced champion Thoroughbreds more than 
75 years ago, and owned and operated an 
original Santa Anita race track inArcadia 
over 50 years ago. Modern Santa Anita, 
which opened more than 25 years ago, will 
Start another winter racing season on 
Monday, Dec. 26, 

In addition to the exhibit, Santa Anita’s 
new color motion picture, ‘‘Traditions of 
the Turf,”’ will be shown. 

A specific stress in the exhibit will 
be placed on one of Baldwin’s early 
champions, Emperor of Norfolk, whose 
name appears in the ancestry of many of 
today’s outstanding Thoroughbreds both in 
North America and Europe. A coincidence 
is that T. V. Lark, winner of four 
$100,000-added races this past year, de- 
scends from Emperor of Norfolk and was 
raised in downtown Arcadia only a short 
distance away from the Arboretum. T. V. 
Lark won the 1960 American Derby back 
in Chicago, which Baldwin’s Emperor of 
Norfolk had also won in 1888,

WALDFRIED STILL DOMINATES 

Waldfried juveniles continue to domi- 
nate German two year old racing. Out of 
30 starts eight youngsters won 14 races, 
were second eight times, in third place 
twice and in fourth place three times. Their 
total earnings amount to 102.000 DMarks 
(ca. 9,000 Pounds). This is a large sum, 
since German purses average only 500 
Pounds,

TORMENTO SALE BLOCKED 

Officials of the Panama Jockey Club 
are endeavoring to clean up the details 
pertaining to the sale of the Independence 
Day Classic winner, Tormento, which 
sale was blocked by the Peruvian colt’s 
owner, after the big chestnut had won the 
Classic. Cecil Childers, General Man- 
ager for Live Oak Stable, Fort Worth, 
who planed to Panama to purchase the 
colt for the Johnson-Stewart ranch inter- 
ests, was naturally disappointed with the 
turn of events. Although the purchase 
money was placed in escrow by the 
Panama Officials, Childers anticipates a 
long drawn out battle to acquire the colt. 
Another odd angle to racing rules here 
is that Tormento would have to start ten 
times before he could be exported to the 
United States. Incidentally, had this sale 
gone through smoothly, Tormento would 
have joined the Chilean champion, 
*Quidico, one of the first horses acquired 
by the Live Oak. Which horse still holds 
the Panama track record for one and one 
half miles. *Quidico is in California rac- 
ing in the interests of the Johnson- 
Stewart organization. B.B.

FLORIDA COMMISSION vs. INTERNAL 
REVENUE 

Richard W. Ervin, Attorney General of 
Florida, has ruled that Thoroughbred and 
Greyhound racetracks in the state have no 
legal right to withhold payment to a per- 
son who presents a valid winning pari- 
mutuel ticket in the daily double or similar 
pool. This is in conflict with the recent 
ruling of the Federal Internal Revenue 
Service which requires that all persons 
presenting $2.00 daily double tickets worth 
$600 or more must identify themselves 
before being paid. Saul Silberman, presi- 
dent of Tropical Park, the first of the 
Florida tracks to operate this season, has 
issued the following statement: - ‘‘We are 
licensed by the State of Florida and have 
to be guided by the laws of this state. If we 
ask a man for his identity in compliance 
with the Internal Revenue directive and 
he refuses to identify himself, we have no 
recourse under Florida law but to pay him 
on the spot for his winning ticket.”

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PRINCE OF WALES STAKES 

The second leg of Canada’s ‘Triple 
Crown’ of racing, The Prince of Wales 
Stakes, was run off at Fort Erie onSatur- 
day, August 27. The affair proved to be 
ladies’ day all the way, with the fillies 
capturing the first three positions, re- 
legating the favorite (much, of course, 
to the dismay of the majority of bettors) 
to the fourth spot. The favorite, the colt 
Hidden Treasure, was in contention much 
of the way, but couldn’t hold off the 
determined finish drive of the three ‘dis- 
taff’ finishers. Frank A, Sherman's plucky 
little filly, Balpamiru, short tail and all 
(see ‘Tale Of A Tail, July 15 Chronicle) 
took the lead at the half-way mark and 
hung on grimly under the expert urging 
of Jockey Hugo Dittfach to win the classic 
in 2,19:4/5. The win was worth over $24, 
000 to the Sherman stable and boosted 
Balpamiru’s earnings to well over $25,000 
for the year. Winnfield Farms’ Misty R 
pressed Balpamiru right to the wire, 
finishing second by less than a length. 
Considering the fact she was the long-shot 
in the race, Misty R’s performance was 
creditable indeed. Show spot was copped 
by E, P. Taylor’s Menantic with top- 
winning jockey Avelino Gomez aboard, 
Ironically, Taylor also bred the winning 
bay filly. (All fillies in the race, and 
there were five in the field of ten, were 
given a 5-pound weight allowance.) 

Ironically also, Balpamiru’s owner 
Mr. Sherman wasn’t present to see her 
win the Stakes, but was at Saratoga to 
watch his other good filly finish second 
in the Hopeful Stakes, run that same 
afternoon. Balpamiru’s trainer, Red 
Barnard, performed  winning-circle 
duties. Victoria Park, winner of the first 
leg of Canada’s Triple Crown, the Queen’s 
Plate, was not entered in the Stakes, hav- 
ing arrived only the morning of the race 
from California where he was injured, 
unfortunately. All but one of the horses 
in the Stakes was Ontario-owned, the sole 
outside entry being that of Max Crystal 
of Edmonton, Alberta. The race, at a 
distance of 1 mile 3 furlongs, was run 
on the inside grass turf at Fort Erie. 
None of the horses had previously gone 
that distance. 

The Prince of Wales Stakes has had a 
number of ‘home’ tracks in its history. 
It was originally inaugurated at Thorn- 
cliffe, was then switched to Old Woodbine, 
next to New Woodbine, and finally to its 
persent permanent home at Fort Erie.

This reverses a previous decision 
to send her to the court of Never Say Die 
next spring. 
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ALBERTA PUNTERS 
SET BETTING MARKS 

This year’s 86-day racing season pro- 
duced some fabulous mutuel marks in 
Alberta. Lumped together with the two 
Saskatchewan centres of Saskatoon and 
Regina under the Western Canada Racing 
Association (although separately these two 
centres showed decreases) Prairie bettors 
poured a record total of $17,202,425 into 
the pari-mutuels. This was the highest in 
the circuit’s 35-year history, and estab- 
lished the high daily average for any 
circuit in western Canada ($200,028). In 
addition to Saskatchewan, Manitoba (As- 
siniboia Downs) also showed a decline in 
mutuels handling. 


Again, as usual, Edmonton showed the 
way in race betting, with punters betting 
a total of $9,194,548 for 35 days of racing 
to establish a healthy daily average of 
$262,701. Second to Edmonton was 
Calgary, which produced total mutuels 
handling of $6,340,474 for 34 days for a 
daily average of $176,124, One day records 
were set at both these cities (Canadian 
Derby Day at Edmonton and the morning 
Labor Day program at Calgary). 

In 1959, aggregate mutuel handle for 
the four WCRA tracks was lower by two 
millions ($15,204,139) although the daily 
average was somewhat higher (due to few- 
er racing days) at $210,443. E.O,

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Lake of Two Mountains 
Hunt Races And 
Opening Meet

Each season the Lake of Two Moun- 
tains Hunt at Hudson, Quebec, are hosts 
for a “‘big week-end’’, September 25th - 
26th were the dates this year, with the 
Opening Meet on the Saturday, the Hunt 
Ball Saturday night, and the Hunt Races 
on Sunday. 

Ninety five members and guests were 
mounted for the Opening Hunt, with hounds 
meeting at the White House on Mr. and 
Mrs. George Jacobsen’s Harwood Farms, 
Mr. H. J. O’Connell, and Mr. Jacobsen, 
Joint Masters, were hosts to Samuel 
Bogley, ex-M.F.H, from Maryland, Lew 
Scott from Toronto, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Vernon Cardy, among many others. 

After a couple of bad years of rabies, 
foxes are returning slowly to this area. 
Several coverts were drawn, and a few 
foxes found, but due to the warm day, 
and the dry ground, scent was poor. The 
day was gorgeous; bright sun, with beauti- 
ful Canadian autumn colouring, and the 
hunt covered many miles of newly panelled 
country, ending up over the Raquette River 
behind Ste. Marthe. Lunch was served to 
all in Mr. O’Connell’s old stone farm 
house. 

The Hunt Ball was a gay evening, with 
wonderful decorations, delicious dinner, 
and the fun of a horn-blowing contest. 
An amusing, larger than life, hand painted 
hunting scene was depicted in a panel be- 
hind the orchestra. Horse, hounds and 
foxes cavorted o’er the country side, and 
every face was that of a cunning fox. 

The Hunt Races are held at a special- 
ly built course near St. Lazare in the 
hunting country, about forty miles west 
of Montreal. In spite of showery predic- 
tions, the day was warm and sunny, and 


the crowds began to gather around twelve 
o’clock, eating picnic lunches, and walk- 
ing the course. 

The first race was a Farmer’s Race, 
bareback, for horses doing regular farm 
work, and it got under way at 1:30 sharp. 
It was a flat race, five furlongs, and the 
horses really thundered through the fin- 
ishing posts. Maude, a chunky chestnut 
who has won or placed in these farmer’s 
races for four years, is a well known, 
though perhaps not well loved, figure to 
many members of the Hunt. We pass fre- 
quently over the land of her owner, Sera- 
phin Bedard, and be a panel broken, or a 
gate left open for a moment, away goes 
Maude, taking her stablemate with her. 
However, come the hunt races, we all give 
Maude an extra cheer. 

The second Race was the Maiden; 
weight for age, one mile. Axim, wearing 
the O’Connell colours, made the early 
pace, with Emile Allain’s Mr. Huinca, 
and V. G. Cardy’s Pierian Springs fol- 
lowing closely. Mr. Huinca went to the 
front at the far side of the course, and 
came home a strong winner. The Cardy 
horse landed badly at the first fence, but 
went gamely to finish second, coming in 
lame. 

Race three was another Farmer’s 
Race, this time for their light horses. 
Sonny Boy and Honey Boy battled it out in 
a stretch drive for first, and Maude’s 
stablemate Bizoune managed to come in 
third. 

The Ladies Race was next. Odds-on 
favourite was last years winner Signal 
Danger, owned by Mrs. A. O. Mackay, 
and ridden by Dione Appleton, Signal, and 
the O’Connell entry of Tidal Wave, ridden 
by Mrs. John Collings, raced steadily, 
jumping well all the way. Signal went 
ahead and held the lead, finishing easily 
with his ears pricked. Tidal Wave was 
second, and Eddie Brown’s Mihaqua third. 
Dione Appleton is Race Secretarv for the 
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Lake of Two Mountains Race Meet, and in 
six years, this is her third victory in the 
Ladies Race. 

The Heavyweight and Military Race 
drew the largest number of entries, but 
great was the consternation when two 
American entries did not appear in the 
paddock. The van bringing Joe Chandler’s 
Poag’s Heir and Robin Walker’s Snuggle 
Bunny, was broken down at their local 
stable, fifteen miles away, and the Ste- 
wards finally sent the Race to the post 
without them. Riviera Prince, owned and 
ridden by Dr. A. B. Johansson, jumped 
well all the way, and took the lead three- 
quarters of a mile from the finish. Bar- 
bara Bonnell’s big bay Amble Home set a 
fast pace, and ran a good race for second, 

The horses from Geneseo and Mary- 
land had still not arrived at post time for 
the Open Race, which was a great dis- 
appointment. Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Cardy’s 
Tombigbee, ridden by Emile Allain, gave 
no room for doubt as to the outcome. He 
galloped and jumped very strongly, and 
finished going away. L. C. Scott’s Sur- 
prise Camp came in second, and John 
Braunwell’s Riviera Count, winner in 
1958, was third. 

An innovation this year was anOwners 
Up Flat Race, about Five Furlongs. Seven 
entries went to the post, five of them pass- 
ing the stands in a bunch. Signal Danger, 
Mrs. Mackay up, pulled ahead to win by 
half a length from Joe Chandler and Poag’s 
Heir, who had finally arrived. Dr. Johans- 
son’s Punchbowl was third by a neck, 

This gave that good horse Signal Danger 
two wins at this Race Meeting, and we all 
knew that he would be out hunting in a 
snaffle at the next meet, and for the rest 
of the season. 

Final race of the day was for half- 
breds. A stiff race was expected between 
last years winner Passerpartout, owned 
and ridden by Bill Sofin, and Major Drink- 
water’s Warspite, who has come in sec-

ond for the last two years. It was obvious 
Warspite’s rider was out to sink the field. 
He went to the front and stayed there. He 
had a length and a half lead by the half 
way mark, and reached the wire three 
lengths in front of Passepartout. 

The big week-end was now over. There 
just remained the problem of more than 
5,000 people getting back over the bottle 
neck bridges onto the island of Montreal. 
In spite of a possible repetition of last 
year’s four hour traffic tie-up, this years 
race go-er still chose to take his car. The 
Race Committee had arranged for a special 
train capable of seating a thousand, and 
exactly forty three people took advantage 
of itl 

There is now talk of holding a Spring 
Race Meeting, as well as the September 
one. After a gap of twenty four years, 
Hunt Racing is ready for a seventh sea- 
son, and appears to be making a strong 
comeback in this area. 

Our short hunting season is now in full 
swing, and we hope for late snow, and good 
footing until Christmas. 


Genesee Valley Hunt 


Race Meet

Records were tossed aside like the 
proverbial straws in the wind at the 
Genesee Valley Hunt Race Meet held in 
Geneseo on October 29th. All programs 
were sold out two hours after the first 
race; all available parking places were 
Occupied; the John Jorrocks was run in 
faster time than the Ladies race; and 
Brun de Gris was dethroned, Best of all, 
most of the races were well filled. 

The card of ten races on this partic- 
wlarly glorious autumn day was a happy 
combination for all. Junior riders took 
over the first two events which were ridden 
on the flat and on turf. Peggy Macauley 
reached the wire first on her pony Suntan 
in the quarter mile event for ponies. Young 
Sean Ryan took over the Junior flat race 
(one half mile) with an Alton offspring 


belonging to Frank Laimbeer. The very 
successful Cornell polo coach, Doctor 
Steve Roberts, came to the Valley to 
compete in the polo pony race, but had 
to be content with a third, as a horse 
called Judy ridden by William Tutton won 
the polo pony race. Again a stock horse 
owner by the name of Alfred Dates took 
home all three honors in the colorful 
stock horse quarter mile race. Mr. Dates 
was the owner of the three top horses 
last year. 

The first race over timber was the 
John Jorrocks, an event for riders carry- 
ing 185 pounds or better. The Valley 
was honored to have some fine riders 
from Pennsylvania and Maryland. The best 
known of these was probably E, H. (Tiger) 
Bennett who rode Mrs. DeMaris Jenks’s 
horse in the John Jorrocks. Mr. Bennett 
has been riding races a long time, has 
survived ten rides in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, and has ridden many races abroad. 
The four entries for this gallop over jumps 
went away from the start in ajet propelled 
fashion; this continued for the full two and 
a half miles. It was Poag’s Heir, ridden 
and owned by Joseph Chandler, who set 
the pace and maintained his lead right 
up until the finish. Hoodwink owned and 
ridden by Franz Stone was second, much 
of the time with Mr. Bennett close behind 
on the Jenks entry, Sod Buster. Navy 
Blue, owned and ridden by Reed Hunt, was 
a distant fourth throughout the race. After 
the last jump, Sod Buster moved up and 
was in second position at the finish, but, 
unhappily for Mr. Bennett, the race was in 
vain since somewhere along the terrain 
he had lost his weights, thus disqualifying 
himself. 

Three of the four entries in the Seven 
Nations Stakes became separated from 
their horses - fortunately one of them 
waited until he had won the race. The 
four horses left the post in a flash, the 
first jockey left his horse as the animal 
hit some uneven turf when they crossed 
the road; the second fall occurred when a 
stirrup leather gave way, and the third 
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happened as the winner was pulling up for 
a halt. When the call came for the patrol 
judges to ride in to report any inappro- 
piate riding or errors, it went unanswered. 
It seems that all the judges were chasing 
horses. One horse was finally corraled 
in a section known as the Big Woods which 
is some distance from the racing area. 

The finest race of the day (and for 
many years past) was the Ladies Race. 
Again the visitors made this event a 


“memorable one. Miss Betsy Roosevelt 


and Mrs. Jenks (this her first race) gave 
this race the right amount of dash and 
excitement, although it was a local Valley 
horse who pushed the veteran Pobejo 
right along. Judith, with the very capable 
Mrs. Patrick Lowther in the irons, set 
the pace from the start. Pobejo and Hickory 
Hill were in second and third position - 
the Wizard was in the fourth spot. Mrs. 
Lowther lead over the first several jumps; 
the jumping was a joy to behold as all 
the horses stood back and fenced in 
wonderful style. Then, as Judith began to 
drop back, Pobejo and Hickory Hill who 
was expertly ridden by Mrs. Helge Heen 
went to the top with the Wizard very 
close behind, For a time the three top 
positions were hard fought, but Judith 
dropped back steadily. After the lastjump, 
the battle for the top spot was enough to 
excite a sphinx as the girls came closer 
to the wire. Miss Roosevelt went to her 
whip and came home a hoot and a yoicks 
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14 
ahead of Hickory Hill. Mrs. Jenks was a 
close third and Judith a distant fourth, 

A conglomeration of horses entered 
the Farmers Flat race, but as usual, it 
was won by a tough little horse who 
could be any breed, Little Red, ridden by 
Sean Ryan, won this race in a very close 
finish with a big going hunter riding his 
coat tails. John Chanler piloted the second

This was the Golden Anniversary of 
the Pacific International Livestock Ex- 
position and Horse Show. The week-long 
show was first held in 1910, and for many 
years was the great prestige show of the 
West. During the depression a rodeo was 
added which has always been popular with 
the crowds. Troubles set in through the 
1950’s while the Navy used the vast barn 
areas for warehousing, and the fire mar- 
shall condemned the arena for horse 
shows. The once proud PI came to a low 
ebb indeed. Last year the buildings were 
rejuvenated for the Oregon Centennial 
celebration, and a hasty effort was made 
to re-establish the show. However the 
closing date of the International Trade 
Fair was so close to the traditional October 
dates of the Exposition that it was not en- 
tirely certain until opening day whether 
the transition had indeed been made. Need- 
less to add that this last minute production 
was discouraging, and there were many 
who thought the show was doomed, It is 
with great pleasure that we report that 
this year’s effort attracted record crowds, 
was financially a success, and as a result 
a bigger and better: 1961 show is already 
being planned. 

In the past, the PI, as it is affection- 
ately called. justified the ‘‘International” 
part of its name by attracting exhibitors 
from other lands, and of course other 
States. This year’s biggest attraction for 
outside horses was the Jumper Division, 
held, for the first time, entirely under 
FEI rules. The courses were magnificent, 
and the competition keen. Local shows 
have held occasional FEI classes, but this 
was the first show in this area to offer 
jumps of international caliber, and both 
Spectators and horsemen alike were im- 
pressed. The money offered was impres- 
Sive also and twenty-five horses, from 
Canada and California, as well as Oregon 
and Washington, competed. Incidentally 
total prize money for the show was about 
$17,000 , of which $6,750 was distributed 
among the jumpers. Classes were well 
filled, so much so that in order to get 
through the crowded schedule of alter- 
Rating horse show and rodeo events, a 
considerable number of horses were sent 
around the courses before the official per- 
formance began. It is evidence that the 
audience was enthusiastic, in that spec- 
tators were in their seats for most of 
these early rounds. 

Champion jumper of the show was Van 
Weider, ridden by Gene Lewis. This big 
Chestnut owned by Kenneth L, Garino, is 





said to be 18.1 hands, and toseethe horse 
is to believe it. The reserve and also the 
Finals winner was Filthy Sullivan, owned 
and ridden by Barbara Worth. ‘‘Filthy”’ 
is obviously no flash-in-the-pan like his 
name-sake. He looks rather like an out- 
sized Quarter Horse and apparently had 
rather speedy ideas until a hackamore 
was added to rate him. His win in the 
Finals was on time, as there were three 
horses clean on the jump-off. C.R.E.

Limestone Creek 


It would be difficult to find a more 
hard working and enthusiastic group than 
those who organize and participate in the 
annual Limestone Creek Hunter Trials, 
held on Deer Hill Farm, Cazenovia, N.Y. 

Two races interlaced with the usual 
hunter trial fare added spice to the whole 
afternoon, Most of the competitors, with 
the exception of those in the races, were 
members of the Junior section of the Lime- 
stone Creek Hunt. At Limestone the chil- 
dren hunt on Saturday with few adults 
allowed. Other days belong to the adults 
with children not allowed. To many a 
weary, jolted and jostled adult foxhunter 
this arrangement is splendid. 

The cross country course was fairly 
level with typical hunting fences permitting 
competitors to chug along in high gear. 
But the judge, Mr. J. Rooney, was out to 
choose an agreeable hunter so all entrants 
were asked to pull up at various points 
of the course; he asked all individuals 
to gallop along as a group with imaginary 
checks and then asked some to wait while 
others jumped. As specified in the pro- 
gram, the winner of a particular class 
(Open Hunters-The Masters Challange 
Plate) would represent ‘‘the judge’s own 
choice of a horse to go hunting on and 
hunting only.”” The winner of this was 
Friend, owned by Barco Dumanian and 
capably ridden by Dee Colozzi. Champion 
of the Hunter Trials was a 12 year old 
boy from Fayetteville, Chris Ogden, who 
had had a very successful riding season. 
Another boy, Chet Clark, took the reserve 
spot so it begins to look as though the 
males still have the upper hand, 

Two representatives from the Genesee 
Valley Hunt appeared at the Limestone 
meet for a go at the Spire Point-to-point. 
The two (brother and sister, offsprings 
of MFH Wm. Wadsworth) brought horses 
with some racing experience at local 
events so they set quite a fancy pace. 
Austin Wadsworth led the field of four on 


Jomen, a good grey horse with a history 
of racing successes. Hot on his heels was 
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Mrs. Helge Heen on Hickory Hill, owned 
by C, F. Kelley, winner of last year’s 
Ladies’ Race in the Valley. Alternating 
in third and fourth positions were ex- 
Joint Master of Limestone, Mrs. Fonda, 
on Cherry Flip and J, Watson riding Jimmy 
Cricket. The course was on turf over a 
rolling terrain with some deep going. The 
jumps, for the most part, were solid 
obstacles. Close to home, Hickory Hill 
passed Jomen and gained yardage as he 
went to the finish. He looked to be the 
winner by many lengths but the last jump 
changed the order of things. Mrs. Heen 
rated her horse for the final obstacle 
(which was a post and rail very close to 
the finish) but the horse upset the apple 
cart by stopping - Mrs. Heen turned him 
quickly for the jump, he rapped the top 
rail causing his jockey to leave the saddle.

Applications for Registration or List- 
ing received brought to light two problems 
in connection with eligibility, namely: A. 
Registration of second (2nd) generation 
Welsh ponies, bred in Canada, the sire 
and/or dam not being registered in the 
Welsh Pony and Cob Society or the Welsh 
Pony Society of America Stud Books, Such 
ponies do not meet the requirements of 
Eligibility - Rule I. B, Filly foals out of 
F.S.1 mares imported to Canada have been 
accepted as F,S,2 mares by the Welsh 
Pony and Cob Society for listing in the 
OVERSEAS STUD BOOK REGISTRY. 
Please note that these ponies were not 
accepted for Listing in the Welsh Pony 
and Cob Society Stud Book Registry. 

The Board ruled that Rule I under 
Eligibility would not be changed to allow 
the registration of the 2nd generation 
foals, cited in ‘‘A’ above. That Welsh 
ponies, to be registered, must be eligible 
under the present rules. 

The Board further ruled that F.S.2 
mares, ‘‘B”’ above, out of F.S,1 mares 
imported from Great Britain, are not eli- 
gible for Listing in the Welsh Pony 
Society of America Stud Book Register, 
nor are the progeny out of such mares, 
even though accepted by the Welsh Pony 
and Cob Society and listed in the Over- 
seas Stud Book Register, eligible for 
registration. Only those F.S,2 mares ac- 
cepted by and listed in the Welsh Pony 
and Cob Society Stud Book Register, prior 
to exportation, will be accepted by the 
Welsh Pony Society of America.

The University of Virginia polo team 
closed out its 9-game season on Nov. 20 
with a 7-3 victory over Georgetown.

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CHRIS GREER 


Christopher M,. Greer, one of this 
country’s best known and best beloved 
horsemen, died at his home ‘‘Woodbox” 
near Middleburg, on November 10, 1960, 
He was 62 years old, having been born 
on March 2, 1898, in ‘‘Saks Fifth Avenue 
window’”’ as he put it. As a matter of fact, 
his father, Christopher M. Greer, Sr., 
lived on Fifth Avenue at this particular 
point. Mr. Greer was primarily interested 
in hackney horses and in roadsters, but 
was quite willing to encourage his son’s 
interest in foxhunting. When the latter was 
only 12 years old, they took the traia to 
Washington and thence to The Plains, Va., 
driving to Middleburg in a buggy in order 
to buy a hunter for the young hopeful. 
There were other visits in subsequent 
years, during which Chris Greer acquired 
a permanent love for Northern Virginia 
and its foxhunting. These were the days 
when there was only one telephone opera-

tor in Middleburg who knew everybody’s 
business. On one occasion the Greers 
proposed to come down and lookata horse 
they had heard about and telephoned the 
owner who was out - no answer. The 
operator was equal to the occasion, how- 
ever, remarking: - “If you all are looking 
to come down to see that horse, you might 
just as well stay at home. He’s been sold!”’ 

During his younger days Chris Greer 
hunted with Meadow Brook and with the 
Fairfield and Westchester, later being one 
of the moving spirits in the organization 
of the Golden’s Bridge Hounds. He played 
polo in Long Island and California, moving 
to Virginia in 1937. He first lived at Old 
Welbourne near Upperville and later 
bought ‘‘Boxwood”’ from the Estate of Gen. 


William Mitchell, subsec ently selling it 
to Stephen C, Clark, the present 
occupant. Mr. Clark’s house in the village 


,of Middleburg was included in the deal, 


which the -Greers proceeded to move 
across Route 50 to its present site about 
a mile away, naming it ‘‘Woodbox’’. He 
was a member of the Piedmont and Middle- 
burg Hunts and of the Turf and Field Club. 

Until he gave up judging a few years 
ago, Chris Greer was much sought after 
in this department, officiating at many of 
the leading shows in this country. He was 
particularly interested in timber racing 
and at one time or another wonevery tim- 
ber race in Virginia, including the Vir- 
ginia Gold Cup three times, thus giving 
him permanent possession of that trophy 
(Goldun, 1941; Houseman, 1946; Rayquick, 
1953). His knowledge and experience was 
always available to anyone who cared to 
ask for it and there are a host of younger 
horsemen and horsewomen who can testify 
as to his kindness and consideration in 
everything that had to do with horses.

Dear Sir: 

I regret to inform you that Vicar broke 
his leg in his pasture on July 13th, and 
was put down. He was the last living great- 
grandson of *Prince Palatine and Friz- 
ette. His dam Valkyr being out of *Prin- 
cess Palatine, by Man o’War. 

Foaled in 1931, purchased by Mr. 
Woodward from The Shandon Estate when 
a week old, Vicar was trained by James 
Fitzsimmons and raced for Belair until 
purchased immediately after he won The 
Saratoga Handicap by H. Guy Bedwell, 
noted owner-trainer, for whom. he raced 
until retired in 1939, For Belair he ranin 
22 Stakes or Handicaps, and in 3 for Mr. 
Bedwell, bringing back part of the Purse 
in 18. He won 4, placed in 5, showed in 6, 
was 4th in 3. 

The Jockey Club records show that 
small black Vicar (15.1 1/2) met a galaxy 
of horses which remain among the peers 
of turfdom, Among these were Bazaar, 
Discovery (he was twice 4th to this great 
horse), Psychic Bid, Riskulus, Bonanza, 
Identify, Top Row, Good Goods, Hadagal. 
Vicar remained highly potent until the end. 
Fortunately for me he has left me a superb 
colt foal out of Night Chart who has given 
me 8 beautiful foals by Vicar, all of which 
showed speed, quality and the will to run, 
The night before Vicar was put down his 
big son Vestryman (shown under the name 
of Erin Go Bragh) was 2nd in the very 
large Thoroughbred Hunter Class at Santa 
Barbara. Flight Chart, his full brother, 
showed very fast morning works while 
with Col, Carr. General Cole singled him 
out for the Olympic Team and I flew him 
East in May, where, after two months at 
Charlie Plumb’s farm on Long Island, he 


came into beautiful condition, The year he 
had had with Bud Landrum at the shows 
out here, in which his performance over 
jumps was outstanding, accustomed him to 
crowds and the sounds and sights of the 
Show Circuits. However, his cross- 
country work with the Olympic Team’s 
‘prospects’ was such that he is now with 
Burly Cocks at Unionville preparing to 
race over hurdles in the near future. 

“Always honest and game, Vicar won 
many races for Belair.’ So wrote Mr. 
Woodward when I acquired Vicar in 1947, 

**I never ran a gamer, truer horse 
than Vicar,” so spoke Mr. Fitz when we 
reminisced at Belmont Park in the early 
morning. I was in my late teens when Mr. 
Fitz came to train for Col. Morrell, and I 
rode the spare hunt-servants’ horses while 
he was Master at Rose Tree. We drove to 
the races on Long Island from Torresdale 
on the Delaware River, the big road-coach 
requiring four changes of horses, Road- 
coach horses. Half hackney, half trotting- 
bred, Great days! The purses were minute 
compared to today, but the sport was great. 
And American-breds could go a route, 
and hand on their stamina to their get 
without having to borrow stamina from so 
many countries all over the racing world 
as we must do today.

Wilderness Trail 


Dear Sir: 

This is a belated reaction to your 
editorial of August 5, 1960 on “Horse 
and Highways.” 

Let me with you deplore the fact that 
‘tthe number of new roads under con- 
struction far exceeds new rides and bridle 
paths.” And how right you are about the 
traffic hazards the average rider has to 
put up with, riding even in rural areas.

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But the picture is not all black. Let me 
tell you about the Shawnee Hills Wilder- 
ness Trail being developed presently in 
Southern Illinois. 

This trail will connect the Mississippi 
and the Ohio River about forty miles 
north of their confluence at Cairo, It 
starts out at the town of Grand Tower on 
the Mississippi River and winds through 
the most pictur2sque part of the Shawnee 
Hills to reach the Ohio River at Cave-in- 
Rock State Park. Most of the time riders 
will cross stretches of the Shawnee Nation- 
al Forest where pine, oak, and poplar 
mix with beeches and sycamores. To add 
variety the trail also follows river levees, 
crosses (through foot deep water) the La 
Rue Marshes, touches the beautiful Little 
Grassy and Devil’s Kitchen Lakes, It also 
climbs to the 1,030 feet high Bold Knob, 
where, in the shadow of a gigantic cross, 
the riders can enjoy a superb view. 

Along the trail the riders will find 
picnic tables, benches, barbecue pits, and 
other conveniences. Springs and streams 
supply water for horse and rider and on 
arid ridges wild life ponds allow year 
around watering. Stop-over points are 
being developed where horse’ and rider 
will find hay, stabling, camping grounds 
or shelters. The 130 mile trail nowhere 
follows a highway, or even gravel road, 
and the three major highways and two 
railroads are crossed by way of under 
passes. Thus the trail, offering a chal- 
lenge to advanced riders,is also safe enough 
for a child. 

You will wonder who constructs riding 
trails in the year 1960 A.D., the age of 
motorization, The Associated Saddle Clubs 
of Southern Illinois and Southern Illinois 
University encouraged the development of 
a trail system. The latter, through its 
Equestrian Committee, provided planning 
and coordination. The rest is a textbook 
case of cooperative federalism. The 
Forest Rangers of the National Forest 
and the Park Ranger of the Crab Orchard 
National Wild Life Refuge are developing 
the trails in their respective areas. The 
illinois State Conservation Service is cut- 
ting and marking the trail around the State 
Park and provides specially designated 
areas for camping with horses. The For- 
estry Service is establishing wild life 
ponds on locations where they will serve 
also for the watering of horses. Members 
of local saddle clubs, Explorer Scouts and 
teenage boys from Illinois youth camps 
all vie with each other in swamping the 

trail. 

Fifty miles, about half of the trail, 
is ready. Clubs and individuals are invit- 
ed to discover for themselves this little 
known area packed with natural beauty.

One of the worst hit areas is East 
Anglia and there were fears that the 
biggest Thoroughbred dispersal of the 
year, the Newmarket December Sales, 
might be affected. There is, however, no 
restriction on the movement of horses, 
though all visitors to the sales will be 
required to walk through a bath of dis- 
infectant on arrival and departure.

Mrs. J. Watson Webb, founder of the 
Shelburne Museum, Shelburne, Vermont, 
died at the Mary Fletcher Hospital, Bur- 
lington, Vt., on November 19th at the age 
of 72. She suffered a stroke onOctober Ist. 

Electra Havemeyer Webb, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry O, Havemeyer, whose 
collection of cld masters and French 
Impressionists are among the most treas- 
ured possessions of the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York City, started col- 
lecting Americana as a young girl, her 
first purchase being a $25 cigar-store 
Indian. Somewhat to her parents horror, 
she continued to collect Americana 
throughout her life, in 1947 founding the 
Museum at Shelburne, Vt., adjoining the 
Webb family estate with the help of her 
husband, the greatest left-handed polo 
player in history, former president of 
the Masters of Foxhounds Association of 
American, and for many years M.F.H, of 
the Shelburne Foxhounds. The Museum 
grew to 30 buildings and Mrs. Webb still 
had plans for further expansion. 

Like her husband, she was an ardent 
foxhunter and an expert shot, the big game 
trophy room at Shelburne being one of the 
most notable collections in this country. 
Shooting quail inSouth Carolina and grouse 
in Scotland were among the other sporting 
pursuits which they shared. As a collec- 
tor, organizer and leader she had re- 
markable abilities; she was the best of 
company and a warm friend, 

She is survived by her daughters, Mrs. 
John C, Wilmerding and Mrs. Dunbar W. 
Bostwick, whose husband was formerly 
president of the U. S. Trotting Horse 
Association; also by her three sons, 
Samuel, J. Watson Webb, Jr. and Harry, 
the latter having been Joint Master with 
his father of the Shelburne Foxhounds,
